force saves 
CSUS bills 


CSUS saved $30,000 on gas and 
$10,000 on electricity bills last 
summer through the efforts of the 
Energy Conservation Task Force 
The Task Force is composed of staff 
and faculty members and is Chaired 
by John Cox, associate vice president 
for administrative and business af- 
fairs. The total of $40,000 saved by the 
school was done by turning off the 
steam boilers and air conditioning 
when classrooms were not being 
used 


The Task Force was created a year 
and a half ago by President Bond to 
coordinate campus energy conser- 
vation. It was conceived to save 
natural resources as well as money 
Cox said as rates.go up the only way 
to keep prices down is to conserve. 


Cox said people “tend to forget 
there is an energy crisis” and thus 
should maintain good conservation 
habits

Speaking before a smal! but attentive Wednesday even- 
ing gathering at Sacramento City College, a noticeably 
tired Von Hoffman concentrated his talk on the recent ap- 
proval of the Panama Canal Treaty and the ramifications it 
has on the Carter administration. “It may be a bit hazy 
where we are and where we are going, but | suppose it's 
now clear that we're not going through the Panama 
Canali,” he said. 

“I might point out that the whole thing about the canal is 
a kind of exercise in fantasy — a political escapism,” said 
Von Hoffman. 


Jon Hoffman, a noted Washington Post column st 
asserted, “It did not matter which way the treaty went ex 
cept to certain groups in the United States: banking 
groups, the Council on Foreign relations, the mass media 
— the kind of internationalist elements in our society that 
have waged a constant effort to present the U.S. to itself 
and the rest of the world as a certain kinc of benign power, 
a altruistic sort of power.” 

But, according to Von Hoffman, ‘his sort of presen- 
tation has not cut the ice as far as people in the Caribbean 
or Central America are concerned. “I! think the people of 
Panama, and the people in Latin America understand one 
thing — should the canal become militarily important 
again, the U.S. would do as we did at the turn of the cen- 
tury, we would take it over,” said Von Hoffman. 

“If theve’s any doubt about that,” said Von Hoffman, 
“remember that all the discussion on television the last 
couple of days about this being the beginning of a new era 
of US. relations with Central and South America, is a 


speech we've been hearing over and over again, decade 
after decade.” 

More recently, Von Hoffman noted what happened to 
the Dominican Republic in 1965. “When it appeared thata 
communist government might be coming to power there, 
President Johnson sent in the Marines. That's part of 
traditional American government. We send in the Marines 
— that’s our sphere of influence.” 

“The only question we can ask ourselves about all this,” 
chided Von Hoffman “is how Fidel Castro ever came to 
power. | think the answer *s that,” he added, “is Castro 
snookered General Eisenhower into believing that he was 
a member of the Republican National Committee.” 

So in this sense, according to Von Hoffman, we can 
look at the treaty debate — as far as changing the realities 
of internationa! power — as a kind of theatrical exercise in 
political escapism. 

“At the same time, during the debate,” continued Von

Two months ago the Sacramento Bee began phase one of a plan that wil! 
eventually permit the McClatchy newspaper to deliver to area homes twice a 
day 

At this point. the Bee publishes a morning edition for the newstand. while 
newstand and home delivery is provided during the evening 

Meanwhile the Sacramento Union. !ong a champion of less government in 
volvement in the affairs of business. has taken McClatchy to court on the 
grounds that the Bee would be creating a monopoly 

The Union's concern is not one of the public. no matter how much they say !t 
is. Their worry is that the Union won't be abie to stay afloat once they have to 
compete with a morning Bee 

And the Union does have something to worry about After all. of seven two 
newspaper cities in California, Sacramento ts the only one where an evening 
paper has a larger circulation than the morning As itis. the Union is having 
troubles 

To no surprise. the Bee with its liberal reputation towards the theory of 
business regulation, isn't backing down by the Union move. Ostensiby. there 
will probabiy be some battle royal in the courts 

Despite the fact the Union is aiways the newspaper crying about big 
government. the Bee must be prevented from controlling the local media 
because McClatchy would have too big a voice in the determination of political 
social and business affairs of the city 

Politically this would have the most obvious consequences as the Bee couid 
promote issues and candidates to their own liking without any word of op- 
position from another media 

For example, between 1948 and 1962. 84 percent of locally elected car 
didates had been endorsed by local newspapers This figure drops to under 70 
percent in county. state and national elections where the public views can 
didates not only through several newspapers but also radio and television 

Local media domination of city propositions is just as devastating as that of 
candidates. And in an area faced with crucial issues such as zoning, housing 
transportation, education and so on, an open public mind must be maintained 

Socially, having one company running two newspapers could have a 
number of implications. Stories printed in the newspaper could greatly affect 
the interaction of people while also set the norms and values of residents of 
Sacramento 

Like two weeks ago. the Bee printed an editorial cartoon that illustrated the 
White House grounds being swallowed up by a “Jewish Lobby 

In a nation that is plagued by unemployment. inflation and distrust. the fast 
thing the Jewish people need is to be blamed as the obstruction to progress in 
Washington 

If the Bee was able to run both the morning and evening editions, it wouldnt 
be long before advertising rates of business alone would rise. Rates are now in 
competition with the Union 

When rates go up. businesses with national strength would be better 
equipped to keep up while smaller chains wouid have to either reduce ad sizes 
or even withdraw from advertising all together 

So not only wouid national businesses with outlets in Sacramento gain in 
size over local ones, but also customers would be spending more money in 
national stores instead of Sacramento stores As aresult, the economic circle 
that keeps money in the city. would be slowed down 

A case in point is the 1965 San Francisco newspaper merger Previously the 
Chronicle printed a morning edition while Hearst published both a morning 
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paper (Examiner) and an evening one |News - Call - Bulletin

The assertion that the Arab coun- 
tries are anti - Semitic is unfounded. It 
is inconceivable for an Arab nation to 
be anti - Semitic, because the great 
majority of the Arab people are 
Semites. Obviously there is dis- 
crimination in almost every country 
today, however discrimination in the 
United States is different from that in 
South Africa; there are various 
degrees of discrimination in different 
countries 

Racism is institutionalized in a 
legal form in israel against the Pales- 
tinian Arabs. The only oiner case 
where racism is legal is of course 
South Africa. israel is a religious state 
— a Jewish state, where the in- 
digenous Palestinian Arabs have no 
human rights, despite the fact that 
they have been living there for cen- 
turies while the Jewish state has been 
created only since the last thirty 
years. An Arab can be held in Israeli 
jails indefinitely without any reason 
whatsoever, and prisoners are tor- 
tured by the most inhuman and 
savage methods. “The Defense 
Emergency Regulation” allows the Is- 


and even the right to ones property 
(hundreds of Arab homes have been 
confiscated over the last decade) 
The injustices perpetuated against 
the Arab population in Israel through 
the application of the defense 
regulations are too numerous and 
varied to be mentioned here The 
Palestinian Arabs living in israel 
suffer discrimination in all areas of 
life: employment, education, political 
activity, cultural expression, etc. The 
average income of an Arab family is 
less than half of the average Israeli 
Jewish family, and about one fourth 
of the average European Jewish 
family. This is the root of the Middie 
East problem — the presence of a 
colonial entity (Israel) in the midst of 
the Arab nation at the expense of the 
Palestinian people, most of whom live 
today under such horrible conditions 
that 50 percent of the children born in 
refugee camps die before the age of 
five. The Palestinian problem is the 
central and most important issue in 
the Middle East, and any ‘iscussion 
which neglects this fact will not be 
fruitful not conducive to peace.

So the top 
winners — those dogs with many best 
in show placements — usually belong 
to people with money 

Outside the bulidings at Cal - Ex- 
po, grooming tabies, exercise pens 
and dog crates hugged the building 
The air was thick with coat con- 
ditioner as exhibitors put the final 
touches on their Gogs 

Littie balls of dog hair floated 
around as people incessantly 
brushed and combed their dogs 
Volunteers from 4-H carried pails of 
Sawdust and pooper scoopers. rush- 
ing from pile to pile sc nobody would 
step init 

Around the rings, handlers and 
their dogs waited for their classes to 
be called Experienced exhibitors 
watched intently, trying to figure out 
what kind of dog the judge was look- 
ing for — long - bodies, strong fronts 
& particular type of head — mentally 
comparing the judge's choice with
